There is no other answer, unless it be that the spirit of vaudeville Injected in 


dominating doses into what used to be called comedy is now the irresistible 
demand of the multitudes. This astonishing young Mr. Cohan 18 vaudeville 
personified. His fame rests on his dancing. His dancing is grotesque. Having 
become famous because of it, he then developed into a playwright and comedy 
star—and the grotesque is still his inspiration and his working ideal. He lives 
up to it with a fine consistency. 

The excuse for Cohan is that he amuses you, in spite of yourself. You 
are very likely to fee] a condemnaiory sense of shame al] the time—shame that 
You are so easily amused by the monkey tricks of a young man whose agile 
legs are his prime professional possession—but you are kept laughing even as 
you belittle your own taste, and at the conclusion of the entertainment you 
know that you've had a good time. And, even more irritatinely, George M. Co- 
han agrees with your estimate of him, “Don't take me seriously as a play- 
wright or an actor,” he said in a little curtain speech last night. “All I try 
to do is to amuse you, and if I do that I’m satisfied.”’ 

He does it beyond all question. The house last night, packed upstairs and 
downstairs, and with several rows of Chan admirers standing in the back, was 
tremendously enthusiastic. The star of the evening was applauded from the 
moment of his first appearance on the stage until the fall of the last curtain. 
His dancing was tempestuously acclaimed. His singing—I say singing, be- 
Cause the Cohan droning recitative has to be classed under that head—was 
similarly approved. The pert lines that fall to his share in the pert little 
story of his “play’’ seemed to tickle the audience vastly. Even his Cohan 
Walk, that of the drooped shoulders a7 the Jerky legs and the akimbo arms 
and the head held on one side like a clieeKy sparrow's, made a continuous hit 
with the house. Cohan is almost hypnot!zed with a conceit that makes him 
play as if in a trance of self-complace”°y, but there’s excuse for it. The fault

“George Washington Jr.” is clever in its way, telling a story in which pa- 
triotism and “the grand old flag’ and !ove of one’s own people figure largely 
in a grotesque sort of way, and George M. Cohan, as the disinherited lad who 
takes the name of George Washington Jr., because, in his grotesque way, he 
loves the Father of His Country, has a g004 part. Ethel Levey, also, is well 
cast as his sweetheart, the niece of a Southern Senator, admirably played by 
John B. Boone. The veteran Jerry J. Cohan, father of George, does well as 
Senator Belgrave, the hero's father; Mrs. Cohan, George's mother, 1s effect- 
ively cast in the role of Mrs. Stebbins, and Willis P. Sweatnam, the one-time 
favorite minstre], {s excellent in the blackface part of Eaton Ham, who sells 
bogus relics to worshipers at Washington’s historic Mount Vernon home. As 
is always the case with a Cohan play, the performance goes with a breathless 
rush from start to finish. - 


FRANK DANIELS IN “SERGEANT BRUE.”

It has been decided to hold the an- 
nual boxing and wrestling championship 
tournament of the Western A. A. U. at 
the Missourl.

Bob Gresham of 
the M. A. C. is of course expected to 
win out in the 105-pound boxing class. 
In the 115-pound division, Jack Shelton, 
the little fellow with the pretty style 
and terrific short right wallop, Smith 
who broke Maurice Schneider's jaw, but 
lost the decision, and several other good 
boys will meet. 

In the 12%-pound class, Oliver Kirk, 
Frank Haller, Monte Dale and possibly 
Fred Jones, will be some of the good 
feather weights who will enter.

SUPERIOR TO THE GREEKS 





Great Wrestler Says Athlete of 
Today Far Excels Him of 
Ancient Time. 


George Hackenschmidt, the world- 
famous wrestler, has just entered a plea 
for the athlete of the present. The Rus- 
sian Lion thinks mod@grn painters and 
sculptors err in going entirely to an- 
tiquity for athletic models. 

“There are wrestlers, boxers, sprint- 
ers and weight putters today,” says 
Hackenschmidt, “whose figures would 
compare favorably with the best exist- 
ing specimens of Greek statuary. 

“The athlete of that day owed much 
to contemporary art. The Herculiar 
and Thesian era bristled with great 
sculptors whose joy it was to produce in 
stone the bodies of those famed for 
muscular prowess. 

“I do not think they were any better 
men athletically than those of today, 
but the work of famous sculptors has 
made them traditional for strength and 
grace. Hence we give them today the 
preference over the great athletes of the 
present. I think it would be well for 
some of our twentieth century scué tors 
to make statues of some of the great 
athietes of today so that future gen- 
erdtions may know what our best men 
looked like.”’ 


Idea Is Good One. 


The Hackenschmidt idea has met with 
general favor. Several prominent artists 
have suggested that it would be ad- 
mirable to have a number of such 
statues placed in the British Museum. 
The Greek ideal has always typified 
all that was best in power united with 
symmetry. For centuries the world 
strayed from love of athletics, and it 
has not been until within the last two 
decades that the science of physical de- 
velopment has become recognized as a 
matter of first importance in determin- 
ing the future health and happiness of 
the people. In other centuries there 
were occasional athletes, but it has re- 
mained for the closing days of the nine- 
teenth and the opening of the twenti- 
eth century to find in the United States 
a great nation turning to the produc- 
tion of better developed bodies.

He never 
drinks or smokes and is not addicted to 
any of the pleasant vices which cumber 
the feet of the athlete. The quality of 
his skill is unchallenged. Indeed, there 
has never been a cleverer big wrestler 
and very few of the little ones—not even 
the wonderful Luttveg—have been rated 
more skillful than Gotch.

Beell, a native of Marshfield, Wis., !s 
a physical freak.

His neck is unusually 
powerful, so much so, indeed, as to be 
almost proof against the severest as- 
saults of an opponent.

When it {s understood that Gotch !s a 
man of almost supéfhuman strength, 
one powerful enough to take strongest 
men of his profession, which is noted 
for extreme power of its disciples, and 
literally break him in two, the extraor- 
dinary accomplishment of Beell may be 
faintly appreciated.

It has been said that the conference, 
an organization which includes the 
Universities of Chicago, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Iowa, Illinois, Northwestern In- 
diana, Purdue and Michigan, is consid- 
ering the advisability of passing a rule 
forbidding football officials, coaches, 
managers and players from expressing 
opinions of games just played to the 
press. 

Very generally this rule {s condemneg 
by the football writers. Yet the opin- 
ion expressed by coaches and players 
and officials, etc., have long been of no 
more value than the opinion of the law- 
yers, pro and con, plaintiff and defend- 
ant, would be of a trial at law. Each 
sees it from his own biased point of 
view and in almost every case his ut- 
terances are governed by the necessity 
of extreme caution. 

If he is a coach he will not 4ilate 
upon the weakness of his team or any 
of his players. The same may be said 
of a captain, or manager, or of any 
other person intimately connected with 
the teams. The opinion of an oppo- 
nent for an opponent tis also Hable te 
be biased and unfair. 

As a rule, capable writers 
judge for themselves. They 
least the advantage of being unblased 
in the premises. So I fancy the con- 
ference rule will do little damage even 
should it be obeyed, a thing I vefy 
much doubt. For the reporter who can- 
not, if he wishes, get around a rule like 
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have at
